' IjOTTIRYILLE, Ky.. October 20. — A elianse in 
rulers from O. Fields to D. Connelly enabled Mose 
GeldUatl's Dr. Claik to display the speed ho is 
sifted with in a flisht that eclipsed any former 
showing by other racers trying conclusions at a 
utile aud an eighth on a Kentucky track, lie i 
covered the route in 1:111%, which is only three- 
fifths of a second from the American record, held 
by the peerless Man o’ War. The time made by 
Dr. Clark reduced the former record for the dis- 
tance on the Churchill Downs track by three-fifths 
of a second. Dr. Clark's success was not accom- 
plished in an easy manner by any means, for he 
was forced out to his utmost and only Connelly’s 
superiority over Kennedy enabled Dr. Clark to win 
from the crack three -year-old Firebrand. The lat- 
ter shared equally with Dr. Clark in the glory 
uud some were inclined to give the three-year-old 
the greater measure of honor. The final battle 
between the pair came in the handicap, six making 
the contest, with Marjorie Hynes and l)r. Clark 
regarded as the chief contenders. Marjorie Hynes 
had .triumphed on two previous occasions over Dr. 
Clark, when the latter was ridden by a less ex- 
perienced rider, but Connelly this afternoon took 
him into the lead at once and the fast pace lie 
forced him to maintain, although having a re- 
stfnitiiiig hold on hint, caused Marjorie Hynes, 
which followed him closest from the start, to give 
way after going three-quarters. At this juncture 
it appeared that Dr. Clark would' bo an easy 
winner, but Firebrand cauie with a menacing chal- 
lenge .and stubbornly disputed every inch of the 
grouud in the last eighth: Connelly just managing 
to land his mount home in advance after Firebrand 
bad shown in front briefly. Rouleau found Mar- 
jorie Hynes tiring badly in the stretch and had 
an easy time of it In landing in third place. 

ANOTHER LARGE CROWD PRESENT. 

Today's splendid racing offering was again in- 
strumental iu bringing out to Churchill Downs an 
imnioDse assemblage of racing enthusiasts, despite 
unfavorable weather. The heavily overcast sky 
threatened a downpour at any minute and the cold 
wind sweeping the plant carried with it a distinct 
reminder of approaching winter. The track was 
lightning fast and good time was the order in all 
the races. Finishes were again close aud spirited 
in most of the dashes. Dr. Clark was again the 
only one to save favorite backers from complete 
ront. 

The three-quarters sprint, in which some highly 
regarded ones met, found Centimeter displaying 
some of his two-year-old form and it incidentally 
marked the first victory that he has scored as a 
three-year-old. His success this afternoon was of 
doubtful quality at that and bad Estero not suf- 
fered from some interference in the stretch when 
the Blackford colt swerved she might have reversed 
the decision with him. McDermott, the rider of 
Estero, also complained to the stewards that Ken- 
nedy, on tlie winner, had struck him and his mount 
in the stretch drive. I-ady Madcap was the favored 
one In the race, but Howard took her back when 
a jam was imminent aud she never recovered. 

Ben Bolt, favored in the opener, succumbed to 
Missed tbe Time in the last few strides, after he 
had appeared the winner. 

Evening Stories was again an offender. Radioia 
won the second race. She was so lightly lidd that 
she was grouped with others in the field. 

ELEANOR S. AGAIN EASY WINNER. 

Eleanor 8., a winner in her previous race, again 
scored iu easy fashion when she accounted for the 
third Tare for which The Wit was the favorite 
aad finished in second place. 

Wolf’s Cry furnished an upset in the sixth race, 
iu which two-year-olds met. He won easily after 
leading for the entire way from Billy Star. Bobbed 
Hair ran well, but might have done much better in 
the race under the guidance of a more exjierieneed 
rider. Rekab in this was knocked out of any 
•■banc* ou the last turii.

TRYING TO REGULATE OUR MORALS 

Congress recently accepted without roll call an 
amendment to a lottery hill prohibiting the publica- 
tion in newspapers of betting odds on races or 
sporting events. 

As we understand it, this bill, if passed, would 
prevent us front knowing, both before and after the 
event, what odds were laid ugainst a horse winning 
a big stake in states where betting is allowed; what 
college boys thought of the chances of their fa- 
vorite football eleven; how the ilopesters forecast 
a Dip prize fight or presidential election. 

Betting odds, after an event takes place, is news. 
We feel we have a right to "that information. Be- 
fore the event, betting often is a guide to our 
opinion. We also want that information. The 
Wake is not in sympathy with the present tendency 
to supervise our morals by federal ennetment. 

In Michigan four years ago, the Wood act was 
passed prohibiting the publication and distribution 
in newspapers of betting odds. The recorders’ 
court at Detroit lias now set aside a decree of con- 
viction against an agent of Daily Racing Form, 
which tested the constitutionality of the law, on the 
ground of “class legislation.” 

In Lousiana the legislature lias just refused to 
pass a similar law*. There are still a few bright 
spots. — Chicago Daily Tribune.

PARIS. France, October 20. — Tbe Pvix Edgar-

After a magnificent struggle the raee resulted in a 
dead heat between Madame Edtnond Blanc’s Ksar, 
eh. e, 3, by Brtileur — Kizil Kourgan. ridden by 
Stern, and Baron Edouard *le Rothschild’s Vatel, 
b. e, by Sans Souei II. — ' Vaya, ridden by Matt 
McGee. Vatel made all the running, hut could 
not get away from Ksar, which hung on tenaciously 
and neither had any mishaps. 

HAMILTON STABLE DESTROYED BY FIRE 



HAMILTON, Ontario, October 20. — Fire of un- 
known origin, which broke out Tuesday afternoon 
shortly after 4:30 o’clock on the premises of the 
Hamilton Jockey Club, completely gutted stable O. 
It was of wooden construction, over 150 feet long, 
and contained over twenty-four stalls. Tlie stable 
was valued at about $1,500.

LAUREL, Md., October 20. — There was no carded 
feature a Laurel Park this afternoon, but the 
fourth race of the day brought together a good 
band of fast 1 torses and it resulted in a spectacular 
contest, in which tlie Salubria Stable’s Gnome got 
up in the closing strides to beat Tippity Witchet, 
while third place fell to Step Lightly. The raee 
was a dash of a mile, for three-year-olds and over. 
Gnome was outrun in the early part of the contest 
and raced along in third position in pursuit of the 
speedy Step Lightly and Tippity Witchet. The 
Salmon starter set a dazzling pace for the first 
three-quarters mile, which carried her into a safe 
lead. She was taken under restraint on the liaok- 
stretch, where Tippity Witchet wns brought within 
striking distance. Rounding the far turn Gnome 
answered to urging and moved into contention. 
When the final struggle began Morris, who had 
Gnome on the outside, elected to come between the 
two leaders and passed Tippity Witchet in tbe 
final drive. The latter tired slightly uuder the 
weight, but was only beaten by a head. 

Typical fall weather prevailed this afternoon aud 
outer wraps were in demand. The track, which had 
been drenched by a shower that visited these 
parts last night, was a trifle slow for the first 
few races, but improved steadily during tbe re- 
mainder of tlie afternoon. The crowd wns again 
of large proportions and racing of a spirited nature. 
Small but well-balanced fields faced the barrier 
in the different races. 

High C. again demonstrated that she could stay 
three-quarters with inferior two-year-olds and her 
victory in the opening dash was an easy one. Away 
forwardly she sprinted into a long lead and dom- 
inated the running throughout. The battle for sec- 
ond place was a stirring one and Colando out gamed 
Mad Nell in tlie final strides. The winner was 
second choice in tlie speculation. 

Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark’s Le Cyprin was much the 
best in tlie running of the steeplechase, over the 
tv.o-mile course. H. Phillips, who had the mount, 
allowed him lo go to the front quickly and racing 
into a long lead won in a canter from Infidel II., 
while New Haven was third. The race was marked 
by several falls, in which, fortuuately, no one was 
hurt seriously, although Brady was knocked out 
when he was unseated at the first fence and H. 
Williams suffered slight, bruises. , 

THRILLER IN THIRD RACE. 

Another thrilling finish came witii the running of 
the third raee. in which Assumption and Arrah Go 
On staged a battle and the former earned tlie ver- 
dict by a nose. Assumption, a recent arrival from 
Canada in the stable of J. 8. AVlmtley, was neglect- 
ed by the backers for Vulcanize. Outpaced iu the 
early running lie worked his way up on the inside 
and outgamed the tiring Arrah Go On in the final 
strides. The latter raced wide on tlie last turn and 
tired when challenged in the final strides. Wraith 
was a creditable third, but was used up chasing 
Vulcanize iu the early stages. 

Jockey Morris completed a double when he rode 
B. Harding’s Alex U. to victory in the running of 
tbe fifth race, which was at three-quarters mile. 
This marked the third straight victory for the son 
of Lough Foyle— Kitty K. Off forwardly lie raced 
Ultimata into defeat, drew away into a long lead 
and was under restraint through the final eighth. 
Cherry Tree took second place, while Spanish Maize 
was third. 

Kttahc was returned the winner of the sixth 
race, which was over a route at a mile and a 
sixteenth, with L’Effnre second aud Devildog third. 
Tlie winner was saved from the early pace, moved 
up to the leader when rounding the stretch turn 
and drew away at the end. L’Effare tired badly, 
but stood off the challenge of Devildog. 

Mose, tlie winner of the closing race of the 
afternoon, saved considerable grouud rounding the 
first turn and, after racing Pibroch into defeat, 
easily held Mark West and Summer Sigh safe. 
The latter two offered a stirring battle for second 
place.

NEW YORK, N. Y„ October 20.— Benjamin 
Block’s Mawrcoron, son of Bryn Mawr — Cotonis, 
won bis third successive victory iu the Rainbow 
Selling Stakes at Empire City this iffternoon. Be- 
fore the race Mr. Block had some fear of the “thir- 
teen” jinx, as Mawreoron’s start marked the thir- 
teenth appearance of his owner’s colors this year. 
The first dozen — ten by Morvich anil two by 
Mawrcoron — brought victory, and Mr. Block smil- 
ingly remarked on the circumstance in the clubhouse 
after the thirteenth consecutive triumph for the 
“orange ami jade” had been duly registered on tbe 
posting board. 

Mawrcoron, after getting away forwardly, was 
forced back when Fator sent Buiianu into tbe lend. 
Wilson kept the P.lock eolt close in pursuit of the 
Rancoens filly to the turn, where he began to move 
up. He took the lead and drew elear when straight- 
ened out in the stretch. MeAtee, who had scored 
victories in the first two races and was out to 
equal Turner’s record of four In a row, made 
Wednesday, brought Hephaistos up with a burst of 
speed in tlie final eighth and forced Wilson to put 
Mawrcoron under a mild drive to win by a length. 

T imhrel followed the Vulcain colt by three lengths 
in third place. 

Budana. making her first appearance for many 
weeks, tired in the final eighth as if short. She 
showed a good flash of early speed in the racing 
to the turn. The going may have tired her, as the 
track was damp from rains of the night and inter- 
mittent showers which continued through most 
of the early afternoon. 

The combination of cold weather and rain kept 
tlie crowd below tbe attendance of the past l'ew 
days, but still a fair number of enthusiasts braved 
the pneumonia genus aud turned out. Tlie suu 
broke through the clouds after the third race, al- 
though a stray shower or two fell after that. 

THIMBLE BEST IN OPENER. 

Thimble was easily the best of the six platers in 
the first race. MeAtee brought her up steadily from 
a slow start, caught the leaders on the turn and 
drew out into a good lead in the stretch racing. 
Frank Fogarty, which with Monastery had domi- 
nated tlie early running, took second place with 
case, while Episode outlasted the remainder of the 
field for the short end of the purse. Vista aud 
her ringbones, as usual, did not prove a good in- 
vestment for tlie public, who for some unaccount- 
able reason again made her favorite. Robinson 
rode her instead of Sohuttinger, who is still out 
of the saddle as the result of straining his back 
when lie rode her a few days ago. The change in 
jockeys made no difference in her running. 

MeAtee made it a double by getting the jump on 
his opponents with Sinarty in the second race 
and keeping bis mount in front to the finish. Scot- 
tish Chief, riddeu by Turner, easily held the rest 
of the field safe for second place, while Titanium 
was third. Scottish Chief was knocked back soon 
after tlie start when Royal Jester cut across iu 
front of him and one of Turner’s best rides was 
necessary to get him up to finish second. He was 
backed into favoritism at post time by the Turner 
following and possibly would have won if he had 
not suffered interference. 

Max Hirseh’s Tody, which has disappointed in 
recent races, ran to her best form to win tlie Win- 
some Handicap, the secondary feature of the card. 
There were only three starters. Fator sent Tody 
into tlie lead going to the first turn and he drew 
away into a long lead on the baekstretch. Escar- 
polette, though badly outrun by Tody, bad little 
trouble in slinking off Lady Gertrude, which tired 
badly in the soft going and was far hack by the 
time the stretch was reached. 

WAR PENNANT STILL ABLE TO WIN. 

Today was Fator’a first winning mount in several 
days. His Rancoeas riding companion, Earl Sande, 
also broke Ids losing streak with the Macomber 
horse War Pennant iu the Hawthorne Purse. Kolo 
and Esquire raced themselves to defeat fighting 
for the lead in the early part of the race. They 
were all through by the time the field straightened 
out in the stretch and were no match for War 
Pennant, which had gradually improved his posi- 
tion after a rather slow start. Asterisk chal- 
lenged the winner in the last sixteenth and forced 
him to a drive, but War Pennant responded gamely 
and held his lead. Ting-a-Ling closed up fust in 
the last few strides to take third money. 

War Pennant, son of Jim Gaffney — Maltha, is 
a high-class horse which raced with success for 
A. K. Macomber and later was sold with Motor 
Cop and two others to J. K. L. Ross for $75,000. 
He is said to he troubled with his sesumoids and is 
consequently undependable. He was recently bought: 
by T. .1. Carroll at tin* .1. K. L. Ross sale for $50*1 
and his victory today more than paid liis purchase 
price. 

James Butler’s entry. Sling and Picnic, finished 
one two in tlie last race, for two-year-old maid- 
ens. This was the first race won by Mr. Butler 
since the spring meeting at Ilelmout Park. Finnish 
Maid was third. Sling got away fast at the start, 
luit was taken back and followed Picnic until 
reaching the stretch. Then he closed fast and 
forged ahead of bis stable companion in the final 
strides. Picnic was tiring at the end. Trajanus 
was backed into favoritism, hut he failed to show 
a reason for it. Sande's vietody on Sling com- 
pleted a double for him. He tied with MeAtee 
for the day’s riding honors. 

II. F. Breivogcl, resident manager of the La- 
tonia track, is seriously ill in a Baltimore hos- 
pital, according to advices received by friends 
at Empire City today. His recovery is doubtful. 

C. M. Irwin of Cheyenne, Wyo., who races a 
largo string of horses on western tracks, was n 
visitor here today. He lias come East to pick up 
some likely racing material for the winter cam- 
paign at Tijuana.
